? DEAD, 1 WOUNDED 
N COLUMBUS ON 4TH 


Columbus, Ga., July 4.—(Special.) f° 


Three tragic happenings occurring 
here on the eve of the Fourth, and 
as the day began, haves already re- 
sulted in two deaths and one man 
being wounded, it is believed ‘fa- 
tally. 

The dead are Private William G. 
Craig, Camp Benning, who was fa- 
tally injured just as he left the 
military camp yesterday afternoon 
to spend the Fourth in Columbus, 
and le D. Taylor, yard foreman 
for the Central of Geergia railroad, 
whose right leg was caught under 
the wheels of a train in his local 
yards at 2:30 o’clock this morning. 

Taylor died five hours later after 
the mangled member had been am- 
putated. Craig died within eight 
minutes after reaching the army an- 
nex hospital in this city. Craig, who 
is a native of Pennsylvania, was 
just leaving the camp on a motor 
truck when his hat blew off. He 
attempted to jump from the truck 
and in some manner his foot slip- 
ped. He. was thrown violently 
against the ground. 

The third man caught in the se- 
ries of mishaps was Walter Sherry, 
of the tank corps, Camp Benning, 
who was brought to the army annex 
hospital after midnight. He is be- 
lieved to be fatally wounded by. a 
bullet piercing “his abdomen. No 
statement was obtained from mili- 
tary leaders, who will begin an in- 
vestigation tomorrow morning, 
presumably accidentally.

San Francisco, July 4.—Now for 
a declaration of independence that 
will rid the democratic convention 
of its three-cornered deadlock and 
bring out a Fourth of July nominee. 

Sunday was given over to con- 
ferences by the prospective signers 
of the new document—Charles F. 
Murphy, Thomas Taggart, George 
Brennan, James Nugent, Wilbur 
Marsh, E. H. Moore and Vance Mc- 
Cormick. There was the control over 
approximately 400 votes through the 
long twenty-two ballots of Friday 
night and fifteen hours of voting 
Saturday that stopped Palmer, Mc- 
Adoo and Cox in their respective 
turns. 

When they took up their work of 
working out a formula of sufficient 
explosive properties to blow the 
present congestion to pieces and 
develop a candidacy of sufficient 
brilliancy to do justice to the 
Fourth, the situation was like this: 

McAdoo has said he didn’t want 
the nomination. Two-thirds of the 
delegates were ready to agree with 
him and so voted. One-third of the 
delegates insisted that he should 
have it anyhow. Governor Cox 
wanted, the nomination. At one 
time in the voting nearly half of 
the delegates agreed with him. But 
always more than half took a dif- 
ferent view and vetoed his’ ambi- 
tions. Attorney General Palmer 
also wanted the nomination, but 
two-thirds of the delegates did 
everything they could to discourage 
his viewpoint. 

Always Votes to Block. 

And always there were the votes 
available to step in and block the 
candidates’ respective chances just 
at the moment that they seemed pos- 
Sible of fulfillment. 

In the first place, as forecast, Pal- 
mer had no chance for the nomina- 
tion at any time, but he had a bunch 
of from 100 to 250 delegates that re- 
sponded to the whip of Director 
Vance McCormick. This group, aided 
and abetted by a carefully developed 
combination of Murphy, Nugent, 
Brennan, Taggart and Marsh forces, 
kept the candidacy of McAdoo wel! 
within the safety ropes. 

Palmer being beaten and McAdoo 
surrounded, the Cox forces began 
to move. They moved steadily and, 
for a time rapidly, with the assist- 
ance of Murphy, Brennan, Taggart 
and Marsh: But in his eagerness to 
put over his favorite, Manager 
Moore, of the Cox forces, began pre- 
maturely invading the sacred pre- 
cincts of the Palmer cohorts: So 
McCormick rose in his righteoWs in- 
dignation and said: “There shall be 
no help for Cox from the Palmer 
wing.” '

The list of 
hopeful candidates who have re- 
ceived votes at this convention so 
far reads like the city directory of 
a small city.. The list of angry, 
stubborn people who support them 
reads like the inmates’ register of 
a large, well-patronized insane 
Everybody is tired anc 
mad and hoarse and determined to 
ballet on and on to the bitter end. 
The end will come some time, of 
course, and it will be bitter for 
most of the battlers who are stick- 
ing to their favorite sons as firmly 
as Bryan to prohibition. ; 
An Inclusive Convention. 

This convention has been like a 
typical April day. We've had every- 
thing in the way of emotional 
weather, from the hot summer sun- 
shine or religious fervor to the 
chill fine snow of Colby’s stinging 
logic. Bryan has blazed from a 
clear, hot sky and been obscured 
by the dull, drab gloom of the 
cynical glass. We have had the 
mild spring glory of a meaningless 
but hearty tribute to Bryan in his 


‘defeat, and now we have come to 


the tumultuous thunderstorm of 
bitter balloting and stubborn polit- 
ical tirade. j 

The convention began away bac 
somewhere in the dim beginning of 
time, or so it seems to those who 
have sat through it all thus far, in 
an atmosphere akin to religious 
fervor. It worked its way from 
climax to emotional 
super-climax,, from demonstration 
to demonstration, from the rollick- 
ing, whimsical gayety of the 
demonstration for Governor Smith, 
of New York, with the band playing 
all the old metropolitan songs, on 
up to the tragic futile martyr-like 
battle of Bryan, and the wild 
meaningless tribute that followed 
it. 

Sympathy for Bryan. 

Our hearts were moved and our 
nerves shaken when, after a savage 
uphill battle, Bryan finally stood 
forth bathed in the spotlight, mask- 
ed in by a forest of waving state 
standards grouped for one final 
time about the old leader, bathing 
his* wounds luxuriously in the heal- 
ing flood of cheers that flowed up 
and over ‘him. 

Our hearts were filled with pity 


at the realization that for a brief | 


time in the hysteria of the moment 
the old battler took the demonstra- 


tion as proof that he had won his 
fight, instead of understanding that 
it was a tribute to his courage and 
to his golden record that is a part 
of history. 

Then came Colby, cool, suave, pit- 
ilessly rational, and buried the 
crowd’s enthusiasm under a fine, 
cold snow of logic. 

Then came the vote on the plat- 
form, and poor Bryan, who had 
smiled and bowed in a glowing 
dream of triumph but a few min- 
utes before, sat crushed, pate, shak- 
en in a high-backed chair on the 
platform and heard the voices that 
had cheered him vote Jhiim into ob- 
livion. 

The beaten old warrior;,has been 
in retirement since his utter defeat. 
Saturday the convention wheels 
rolled on and Bryan was forgotten. 
He was not in his place on the floor 
and the members of his own delega- 
tion even heaped insult onto the in- 
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jury that the convention did its one- 


time leader by casting a vote for} 


Edwards, the leader of the wets 
among the candidates. Occasionally 
some wit cast a vote for Bryan dur- 
ing the day and the delegates and 
visitors laughed loudly at the an- 
nouncement. 


Cruelty of Politics. 


‘Never has the pitiless cruelty of 
politics been more tragically dem- 
onstrated than at this volatile con- 
vention, which first jeered at Bry- 
an, then cheered him, then, repu- 
diated him, and which now has so 
completely forgotten him that his 
absence is not remarked. 


Friday the emotional crisis was 
reached; the semi-religious atmos- 
are reached its height of temper- 
ature. 


Saturday the real beattle began. 
It all reminds me of the war son 
that ran, “If he can fight like he 
can love.” This convention can 
fight like it can’ cheer and the ach- 
ing eardrums cf those who have sat 
through the thunderous roar of this 
thing bear witness that this con- 
vention can meke a noise. 

This convention is consistent in 
its extremities. It has cheered and 
sung and prayed with a fervor that 
would satisfy Billy Sunday and now 
it is fighting with a savage stub- 
a that would worry a Demp- 

y. 

The friction really began with the 
balloting Saturday, when Palmer 
and McAdoo were see-sawing along. 
It began to get bitter later in the 
day when Cox came up from the 
rear with a rush and passed the two 
leaders. It got murderous late in 
the afternoon jtst- before recess, 
when the Ohio governor was away 
out in the lead and going strong. 

Battle Roycl Saturday Night. 

Saturday night it was more like a 
battle royal than a race. Owen, 
Cox, McAdoo, Palmer, Glass, Davis, 
Clark, all were in the ring lustily 
whanging away at each other, and 
all picking on whichever one seem- 
ed likely to win. And the delegates 
acted much.as witnesses to a battle 
royal behave. Demonstration fol- 
lowed demonstration so fast that 
the leaders of one parade were 
stepping on the heels of the rear 
Suard in the preceding march. 

If McAdoo made a futile gain of 
a few votes up came the standards 
and the procession started, shriek- 
ing women borne aloft en men’s 
shoulders. Maniacal men shouting 
and gesticulating, waving banners 
and thrusting through the hot 
crowd like bettors with a hot tip 
fighting towards a bookie with only 
a few seconds left to get a bet 
down. 

Mrs. J. Borden Harriman forgot 
her accustomed aristocratic dignity 
and made the circuit of the aisles 
several times i the McAdoo pa- 
rades. She waved a McAdoo banner 
and shrieked incessantly as she pa- 
raded, fighting her way through 
the jam with all the pugnacious 
abandon of a tough New York shop 
girl from the east side shouldering 
her way into a Bronx subway train 
at the height of the rush hour. 

Over Chairs and Laps. 

Delegates were crawling over 
chairs and laps, from one delega- 
tion to the other, whispéring, shout- 
ing, pleading, denouncing, promis- 
ing, threatening, coaxing and de- 
manding. It was a real free-for- 
all for a vote anywhere it could be 
Picked up. 

The clerk's voice came to sound 
like a judge’s voice sentencing and 
re-sentencing the. weary, stubborn 
delegates to fight on and on and 
on to no purpose but the preserva- 
tion of the deadlock. 

A motion to adjourn was voted 
down with an angry snarl from the 
floor. 
recess aroused such a storm of an- 
gry protest that it- was immediately 
withdrawn. At 11:20 o’clock. with 
all chances of a settlement before 
Monday as far from the bounds of 
possibility as most of the delegates 
are now from their homes. another 
motion-to recess was angrily reject- 
ed and the stubborn battlers voted 
again to no purpose. 

At 11:40 o’clock they sullenly gave 
it up and went out into the night to 
greet the Fourth of July. If the 
Fourth of July furnishes more fire- 
works than have already been ex- 
ploded in the convention it will be 
a celebration that will make the 
late great war seem like a quiet 
night on the farm in comparison.

I’m here until it’s 
poured into the glasses and labeled. 


‘Compared to G. O .P. 


The more words you have at your 
command, the less able you are to 
describe it. Compared with this, the 
republican convention at Chicago 
was as exciting as a meeting of the 
graduating class at Miss Quince’s 
Finishing School for Girls at Hast- 
ings-on-the-Hudson, for the pur- 
pose of choosing the senior class 
colors. 

You take a two-cylinder word like 
bedlam and toy with it awhile, and 
find it won't take the hills, and dis- 
card it for a five-cylinder affair like 
pandemonium, and get stuck with 
that one, and search your vocabu- 
lary garage for a twin-six and give 
it up. For here they assembled at 
the convention auditorium at 9:50 
a. m., and at 11 p. m., Saturday, they 
stilwere assembled.

From 
the topmost gallery the battery of 
blinding white calcium lights throws 
the scene into fantastic, grotesque.

Dopesters Are Lost. 


The Palmerites are shrieking en 
masse.

Champ Clark’s Two Votes. 


But not at this exhibition of de- 
mentia democratia.

ALTAMAHA BRIDGE 
SALE AGAIN TALKED 


Brunswick, Ga., July 4.—(Special.) | 


In the hope of finally closing with 
the owners of the Altamaha bridge 
at Darien, negotiations for which 
have been on for many months, the 
Brunswick Beard of Trade has ap- 
pointed another committee to take 
charge of the matter, and as soon as 
possible a meeting will be arranged 
between the owners and the pros- 
pective purchasers. It is probable 
that this meeting will be held in 
Savannah, as the ople of that city 
are as much intefested in the bridge 
as the people of Brunswick are, in 
so much as it is the connecting 
link between Savannah and Florida 
and an important part of the Dixie 
highway. . 

Ever since the Georgia Coast and 
Piedmont. railroad was sold to H 
Dean, of Gainesville, and his asso- 
ciates, negotiations have been on 
for the purchase of the bridge, but 
no agreement as to the price could 
be arrived at. The bridge has been 
closed to traffic since last Novem- 
ber, making automobile travel be- 
tween Savannah, Brunswick and 
Florida points impossible. The hun- 
dreds of winter tourists who came 


‘to Florida the past winter had to 


be detoured from Savannah, and 
some of them experienced great dif- 
ficulty in locating a road that could 
be traveled. Travel between Savan- 
nah and Brunswick by automobile 
is almost impossible with the 
bridge closed. ‘

“soft” hogs are decreasing rapidly. 
while the percentage of “hard” 
hogs has increased proportionately. 
This conditign may not last, but 
vhile it does the. southern far- 
mer is learning to provide his hogs 
with a ration that will make pork 
of such firmness that it is ace- 
ceptable in all markets. 

To produce its share of beef 
the southeast has had many handi- 
caps to overcome. Ten years ag» 
the most serious drawback in at- 
tempting to raise better cattle was 
the Texas fever tick. The scrubby, 
ticky cattle we had were not wort’ 
much, but th managed to sure 
vive in the pfesence of the tick, 
cost practically nothing to raise, 
and did not seem worth the ex- 
pense necessary to eradicate the 
tick. If we imported good _ sires 
from tick-free territory to grade 
up our cattle they died of tick fe- 
ver. Tick eradication had _ hard 
sailing, All honor is due to the 
government nd state veterinari- 
ans, who, in spite of discourage- 
ments and even physical danger, 
persisted in their slogan of “Dip 
that tick.” : 

Now the tick has been crowed 
into a strip along the coast of the 
Atlantic ocean and the Gulf of 
Mexico, and a few years will see 
its finish. Better cattle followed 
and even preceded the eradication 
of the tick. In fact, the necessity 
for the protection of the purebred 
cattle imported from tick-free ter- 
ritory forced the decision for tick 
eradication in many localities, and 
as the progeny of the imported cat- 
tle grew into semblance of real 
beef “critters” the college and 
zovernment extension men and the 
railroad agricultural forces toox 
heart, and predicted that\ we could 
raise just as good cattle as any- 
one. Many of our farmers, from 
their experience with inferior cat- 
tle in years gone by, scoffed at this 
prediction, but now there is evi- 
dence to support the contention, 
and everyone interested in better 
cattle feels that they. have “just 
begun to fight.” 

The Victory Show of the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition in Chi- 
cago last December set up a mile- 
stone from which our farmers will 
hereafter mark their progress to- 
ward the.time when the south- 
east shall take the rank as a cat- 
tle-producing section to which its 
natural advantages entitle it. All 
three of the grand champion bulls 
at the International were shown by 
breeders from the southeast. 

While the south has & great va- 
riety of forage crops, until recent- 
ly there has been little or no effort 
toward building permanent. pas- 
tures. So recently as a couple of 
years ago the experts of the de- 
partment of agriculture and the 
state colleges decHned to commit 
themselves to definite recommenda- 
tions as to the grasses to be used 
in building pastures in the soutn. 
particularly in the coastal plain 
section which extends from Vir- 
ginia to Texas. They knew what 
grasses they would like to see 
tried, but had no definite records 
of results with these grasses which 
would justify them in asserting 
with confidence that they were the 
ones to use. But there is no longer 
any doubt that the south can have 
real pastures, although their build- 
ing is a task for the future, 

For the clay soil of the Piedmont 
section in northern Georgia and 
Alabama Bermuda grass is the 
foundation on which to build. This, 
supplemented by lespedeza, bur clo- 
ver and some of the grasses like 
red top, orchard and tall oat in 
certain localities will give pastures 
whose carrying capacity 
to those in any section.

ria due’ to ouncleanliness in the 
handling or marketing of the milk 
or to lack of proper refrigeration 
of the milk before it is fed to the 
baby. If ton mneh auear is pres- 
ent, as in condensed milk feeding 
and other cloying, if fattening, can- 
ned substitutes for a child’s birth- 
right, of course some of the su- 
gar remains undigested and passes 
on into the large intestine, where 
it undergoes fermentation, with the 
production of irritating acirs and 
diarrhoea. (3) Diarrhoea caused 
by infection of the wall of the 
intestine with some specific germ 
such as the dysentery bacillus, the 
gas bacillus or the streptococcus— 
and in this type the distinguishing 
sign is the presence of blood of pus 
o rboth in the bowel discharges. 

Mechanical Diarrhoe2. Don't 
“try” knicknacks on the _ baby 
Don’t offer the baby tastes or sam- 
ples of things you know are not in 
his daily ration. Treatment con- 
sists of limiting the child’s diet to 
barley water, keeping the child at 
rest in bed, administering single 
dose of castor oil, and calling the 
doctor if the trouble persists more 
than twelve hours. " 

Fermentative Diarrhoea. Don’t 
let Tom, Dick and Harry super- 
vise the choice of the baby’s diet. 


If the baby is worth keeping he is, 


worth feeding intelligently. Mere- 
ly because some substitute for fresh 
milk properly modified, seems to 
“agree” for the time being is a 
darn poor excuse fo rinflicting it on 
a baby. Man yof these “agreeable” 
things are responsible for scurvy, 
rickets, anemia and malnutrition. 
not to mention diarrhoea and ‘“‘chol- 
era infantum.” Determining the 
proper diet for an artificially fed 
baby is not a matter of luck; it Its 
a matter of science, and parents 
who fail to seek medical advice 
and supervision in this vital matter 
are false to their trust. Fermenta- 
tive diarrhoea sometimes super- 
venes upon an acute rhintis 
(‘‘cold.” as it Is usually called) or 
bronchitis, These feverish illness- 
es temporarily impair digestion, so 
that more food remains to ferment 
in the bowel, unless the baby’s 
diet is reduced considerably dur- 
ing the illness. Overheating from 
too much clothing in hot weather is 
a frequent factor of impaired di- 
acstion and consequent fermenta- 
tive diarrhoea. Bad milk, meaning 
unclean or’ unrefrigerated milk in 
hot weather, !s a very important 
cause of the same trouble.. Char- 
acteristic of fermentative diar- 
rohea are the soutr acid stools, of-t 
en greenish and containing much 
mucus (“slime’’), and the iIrrita- 
tain of the skin of the buttocks 
from the acid stools. In severe 
cases the child becomes very weax 
~—the famillar “cholera infantum.”

Carroll of Carrollton. 

Carroll county was named for 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, the 
wealthiest man who signed the Dece 
laration of Independenece. The coun- 
ty was laid out in 1836—a hundred 
miles long by forty miles wide, ex- 
tending from West Point to the 
Cherokee line, near the present site 
of Buchanan. 

Carrollton was the home of Genere 
al Meclntosh, the chieftain who ob- 
tuined the r€linquishment of the Ine. 
diun titles to the lands west of the 
Chattaoochee. His grave is in Car- 
roll county—on the banks of the’ 
Chattaoochee, unmarked and unhon- 
ered, to the shame of the people of 


teo!:xzia and of the federal govern- 


ment. 

The old county was long known 
as the Free State of Carroll—then .

given her territory for the forma- 
tion of more than half a dozen other 
counties. Today she is known as 
the Banner Agricultural county of 
Georgia—sometimes as the “White 
Man's county” because the colored 
population is less than 16 per cent 
of the whole; and by someé it is 
as the “County of Small 
Farms.”

Ameriens Bonds. 


Americus, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)

Mr. Hale calls the present 
critical situation to the attention of 
the North Carolina governor in the 
following letter: 

“A very critical situation has 
arisen in regard to the opening up 
of our South Atlantic ports and the 


development of the foreign trade of 
the South Atlantic states. Recogniz- 


ing your very keen interest in this 
matter and feeling that this is a 
matter of vital imterest to every- 
body in the state, I am laying this 
before you, 

“The export rate readjustments 
which place the South Atlantic ports 
on a parity with New Yorx and 


North Atlantic ports have been in 
effect since December, last, and the 
benefits from them are just becom- 
ing evident. These rates were won 
after a bitter tight before the rail- 
road administration and over the 
protest of all of the North Atlantic 
ports and great ‘eastern trunk lines. 
Immediately after they went into 
effect, an alliance of eastern: trunk 
liries, New York steamship compa- 
nies, the New York Chamber of 
Commerce and British interests, 
represented by the Cunard Lines, 
formed a committee to fight the 
rate readjustments which had been 
gained and upon which rests the 
economic freedom of the South At- 
lantic ports, The chairman of the 
committee is the operating head of 
the Cunard Steamship company. 
This attempt on the part of the 
British steamship interests to pre- 
vent development of 
ports was denounced by us in a 
public statement immediately upon 
the formation of the committee. 

, Dangerous Submarine Attack. 

‘Driven by the force of publicity 
to give up their open and public 
attempt to secure the cancellation 
of the rates and infringe upon the 
rights of South Atlantic ports, this 
British-New York trunk line combi- 
naion has started a most dangerous 
submarine attack. They determin- 
ed that what they could not get 
openly and above board they would 
try to get secretly. They concen- 
trated their campaign on the sub- 
ordinate officials of the Southern 
railroad lines in the hope that they 
could get these men to agree upon 
a “co romise” which would once 
more shut off from the South At- 
lantic ports the opportunity to draw 
traffic from the whole eastern half 
of the new territory opened up to us 
by the railroad administration. They 
have been working secretly in com- 
mittees and upon individuals at- 
tempting to befog the plain, sim- 
ple elements of justice in a cloud 
of railway rate technicalities. While 
they are conducting this offensive 
fight to prevent the South Atlantic 
ports from having access to thig 
territory, they are conducting a de- 
fensive fight to protect the rates 
they have always,had from this 
same terrtory to alifax and 8t. 
Johns—British ports even further 
distance than the South Atlantic 
ports. 

To Stir Up Friction. 

“One feature of this attack. equal- 
ly as dangérous as the attack itself 
is the insidious attempt to stir up 
friction in the south and to cause 
us to feel that the southern rail- 
ways are not working wholeheart- 
edly for the development of the 
south. We know that the presidents 
of these companies and the head of- 
ficials are in sympathy with what 
is being done by these states. We 
cannot believe when this matter Is 
brought to their attention, that they 
will tolerate any one attempting to 
incite treachery on the part of their 
subordinates to the cause of the 


south. This British-New York trunk | 


line campaign, however, and the ap- 
parent succéss with which it is 
meeting, is causing suspicion and 
distrust everywhere. This is, of 
course, part of the game. If they 
can make the people feel that the 
railroads are not acting squarely by 
them, they are sowing the seeds of 
dissension, and are breaking up. the 
solid front which those of us inter- 
ested in the development of these 
southern states must preserve if we 
are to be successful in our aims to 
develop these states. The least break 
in our ranks, the least evidence of 
the return of the old feeling of lo- 
cal jealousy and individualism will 
be used by our common foes as an 
excuse for taking away from us 
what we have been granted. 


Conference Is Urged. 


“In view of this situation, there- 
fore, I most earnestly urge you to 
calla conference at once at Raleigh 
of the presidents of the Southern 
railway to confer with you and to

dent of the Southern Association, 
who returned to this city today 
from New Orleans, where he has 
been in conference with officials of 
the club in that city, gave out a 
statement based on a long and 
careful investigation by him of the 
questions of law involved. 

Mr. Martin, a lawyer by profes- 
sion, declared in his statement that 
“the effective and legal remedy lies 
in an action for damages against 
the owners of the independent 
clubs who sign a player under con- 
tract with organized baseball, rath- 
er than an injunction against the 
Dlaver who violates his contract.” 

The measure of damagea recover- 
able is amply covered by the law, 
declared Mr. Martin in his state- 
ment.

ual garment sold by merchantg at 
the advertised prices are sold with 
only one object in view and that is 
to turn stock into money, this ac- 
tion being caused by our national 
banks refusing to extend old loans 
or e new ones. If they had 
given the merchants such credits 
as they were entitled to all of these 
advertised sales of ,.cheap clothing, 
shoes and other articles could have 
been” avoided. 

“Now, for instance, for this com- 
ing fall season all of the woolens 
were bought six and eight months 
ago and at top-notch prices. Take 
this into consideration and then, 
with labor continually advancing, 
trhow could one expect to get cheap 
merchandise again this fall? ~°* 

“Prices will and must be higher 
until this unexpected money crisis 
is over. 

“Now let me ask you one fair 
question. United States government 
bonds should be worth pretty near 
100 cents on the dollar. Don’t you 
think so? Now if that is admitted, 
why are they being slaughtered in 
price? Do you expect them to stay 
at the low prices now being quoted? 
No! When the money market gets 
settled and everything is normal 
again, and you will pay for gov- 
ernment bonds what they are worth. 
Now to come back to the clothing 
business, because the supply is be- 
low the demand there cannot be a 
return to sustained lower prices for 
clothes for six months or a year. 
Therefore as soon as this money 
squeeze is over prices for clothes, 
with the cost of labor and material 
where they are, will go higher.” 

Just one reference to the terms 
of the bet, which were that the 
price of clothes during 1920 would 
come down. The profits that were 
to be made by the tailor did not en- 
ter into the wager. 


Retrenchments are Protective. 


According to the foregoing letter 
the cause of the whole trouble today 
is that the national banks refuse 
to give merchants the line of credit 
to which they are entitled. If this 
merchant in particular knew the 
facts he would understand that the 
time has passed when the banks 
have any choice in granting or ex- 
tending loans. According to the last 
weekly report put out by the twelve 
Federal Reserve banks as a whole, 
the ratio of total reserves (gold, 
silver, legal tenders and all other 
forms of cash on hand, even includ- 
ing pennies) to deposits and notes 
was only 43.6 per cent., compared 
with 52.1 a year ago. This ratio is 
not only a very short way from the 
lowest point ever touched only a 
few weeks ago, but it is close to 
the point past which it cannot go 
under the law. This was passed 
to protect the merchant or indivi- 
dual who puts his money on deposit 
with the national banks. 

When the money of a merchant 

or individual is placed on deposit 
with a national bank the bank lends 
the money out to borrowers, subject 
of course to withdrawal in any 
amount at any time by the depos- 
itor. To protect the depositors 
whose money is thus loaned out the 
bank under the law must Keep on 
hand at all times a certain amount 
of gold and cash.. Today the na- 
tional banks of the country have not 
only exhausted their iending power, 
but have gone to the Federal Re- 
serve banks and borrowed t4 such 
an extent by rediscounting that the 
reserve ratio of the Federal Reserve 
banks as a whole is near the dan- 
ger line. 
That is all there is to it. The 
lending power of the banks as a 
whole, national and Federal Reserve, 
has been exhausted by the tremen- 
dous volume of business which this 
country has been doing for the past 
five or six years. It is not a ques- 
tion of the banks deciding as to 
whether or not a loan to a merchant 
should be made or renewed. It is 
not a question of credit or earn- 
ings of the merchant. It is simply 
that the lending power of the banks 
has been exhausted; that the time 
of year is near at hand when the 
demand for money will be at its 
peak because crops are to be moved 
and converted into merch?ndise. The 
banks for their own sake and for 
the protection of depositors must 
call loans instead of putting out 
more money.

ATLANTA., GA. | 
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Are Indicative 
Of Readjustment 


The tendency toward increase in 
failures that has lately developed in 
various sections of the country finds 
rather sharp reflection in the in- 
solvency statement for the six 
months just ended, 3,352 commer- 
cial defaults, with aggregate- liabil- 
ities of $86,743,876, being reported 
to R. G. Dun & Co. during that pe- 
riod. While the number of re- 
verses is the smallest for the first 
half of any year since 1881, yet the 


margin of decrease from the fig- 
ures of earlier years has narrowed 
appreciably, and a decided enlarge- 
ment of amount of indebtedness 
now appears. 


Comparing with the remarkably 
favorable exhibit of 1919, which dis- 
closes only 3,463 failures for the 
half year, a numerical reduction of 
3.2 per cent is revealed; but this 
year’s liabilities are 26.2 per cent 
in excess of last year’s total of $68,- 
710,886, and are little more than 1 
per cent below those of the first 
six months of 1918. The half-yearly 
returns, moreover, do not present 
an exact picture of the change in 
the business mortality, for the in- 
crease in failures has been mainly 
of recent occurrence, and it is only 
by examining the June statistics 
that a true insight into existing 
conditions is obtained. 


From month to month this year, 
the number of defaults has varied 
considerably, rising in one month 
and declining in the next, but June 
brought 674 insolvencies, which is 
the highest number of any month 
at all in a year and a half, and the 


$33,000,000. An unusual number of 
large reverses account for the pro- 
nounced expansion in the liabilities, 
the amount not only being some 248 
per cent greater than that of June, 
1919, but the heaviest of any month 
back to April, 1915, and the largest 
for June since 1914. 


While it obviously was not to be 
expected that failures would remain 
at their abnormally low levels in- 
definitely, yet the insolvency record 
for June affords further evidence 
that economic readjustment is in 
progress, and that the weak spots 
in the commercial situation are now 
coming to the surface, under the 
influence, among other things, of 
credit restrictions and diminished 
consumption of commodities. 


Baker’s Tribute to Life 
And to the Achievements 
Of General W. C. Gorgas 


Washington, July 4.—Tribute to 
the life and achievements of Major 
General William ‘C. Gorgas, who 
died yesterday in London, was paid 
by Secretary Baker today in the 
following statement: 

“The death of Major General 
Gorgas closes a career of great dis- 
tinction. The works of General 
Gorgas in the canal zone made the 
completion of the canal possible, 
and saved thousands of lives. It 
would be impossible even to esti- 
mate the lives saved by his subse- 
quent pursuit of yellow fever pre- 
vention. His work has practically 
made an historic disease of what 
was once a virulent plague. Al- 
though a physician and scientist, 
General Gorgas was in every sense 
a soldier. Military men and mili- 
tary things had sympathetic intact, 
and he carried over into his scien- 
tific and humanitarian pursuits the 
zeal and courage of the soldier, He 
was courteous, high-minded, schol- 
arly and zealous, and the with- 
drawal of his fine enthusiasm is a 
distinct loss to modern medicine, 
just as his great career is an in- 
ee to doctors and_ soldiers 
alike.” 


London, July 4.—The 
Major General William C. Gorgas, 
former surgeon general of the 
United States army, who died at an 
early hour this morning, will be 
tan ey United States on a gov- 
rnmen ransport' sailin 
July 14 or 16, a iierieas 
Mrs. Gorgas and Mrs. Noble will 
accompany the body of General Gor- 
gas home.

“From the viewpoint of the pres- 
ent impending political campaign it 
is too early to say anything regard- 
ing the declarations of the conven- 
tion which is still in session. It will] 
be judged by what it has declared 
and by whom it selects as its 
Standard bearer. The delegation of 
the American Federation of Labor 
Which attended the convention will 
Shortly issue a statement setting 
forth labor’s attitude toward the 
Platform adopted.” 

Mr. Gompers denied published re- 
ports originating in San Francisco 
that he had commented adversely

AVLONA IS CAPTURED 
BY ALBANIAN FORCES 


Berne, July 4.—An official dis- 
patch from Belgrade today says it 
confirmed that Avlona, Albania, is 
entirely in Albanian hands, The 
majority of the Italian garrison 
was taken off by warships, the dis- 
patch adds, and a small contingent 
retreated to Sasenoin, in the Bay 
of Aviona, where the situation is 
critical. The remainder of the gar- 
rison was taken prisoner. 

Newspaper Cispatches received by 
way of Belgrade say that the Ital- 
ians, gided by a bombardment by 
the fleet, attempted unsuccessfully 
to retake the city. The Italians are 
reported to have lost 485 _ killed. 
Many were wounded and thirty-six 
Italian officers, including four colo- 
nels, were made prisoner. The Al- 
banians captured seven big guns, 
Several thousand rifles and much 
material, the dispatches state, and 
the fighting is continuing. 

A dispatch received in Belgrade 
June 29 reported that Avlona had 
been captured from the Italians by 
Albanian insurgents, after desper- 
ate fighting. 

A Rome dispatch of July 1, how- 
ever, stated that the occupation of 
Aviona by the Albanians was de- 
nied by the semi-official Stefani 
News agency.

Revenge and Robbery 
Moved Roshore to Kill 
“King of the Spaniards” 


New York, July 4.—Charles W. 
Roshore, who was arrested near Des 
Moines, Iowa, and brought here to- 
day, charged with the murder of 
Manuel Gabin, Spaniard, and wealthy 
New York restauranteur, on June 21, 
has confessed, according to the po- 
lice, that he killed Gabin for the 
two-fold motive of revenge and 
robbery. , 

Roshore admitted, the police say, 
he had gone to Gabin’s apartment as 
the latter’s guest, and that after 
his host had fallen asleep, he, had 
taken a revolver from under his pil- 
low and fired, his victim dying al- 
most instantly. Roshore said, ac- 
cording to the police, that the shoot- 
ing was the result of a quarrel 
started in 1917, when he and Gabin 
were in partnership. 

Following the murder, Roshore 
dressed leisurely. the police say he 
told them, bought new clothes and 
then went to a Broadway dancing 
academy, where he danced with a 
girl from Minneapolis. He and the 
girl] then left for Atlantic City. 
whence they went later to Philadel- 
phia, Chicago and finally to Min- 
neapolis, where the gir) left him. 

Jewels valued at $10,000 and 
$11,140 in cash were taken from 
Gabin’s clothing by his slayer, ac- 
cording to the authorities.

eral officeholders who have politi- 
cal power in their states. 

By this allusion to federal office- 
holders I do not mean to imply that 
McAdoo is the administration’s 
choice for the presidency. That is 
just the point. If he were the ad- 
ministration candidate he would 
probably go through. The adminis- 
tration has got everything else it 
wanted at this convention, and it 
could have got the candidate just as 
readily if those who represent the 
administration had agreed on the 
candidate as they agreed on every- 
thing else. 

Contest Between Groups. 

From the opening day~ the con- 
vention became a contest between 
the friends of the administration on 
the one hand and the state leader 
group on the other hand. The 
leader group was always in @ 

nority. It consisted chiefly of 
Illinois, under Roger Sullivan’s 
legatee, George Brennan, and New 
York, under Mr. Murphy. Around 
those two large states grew up the 
state leaders group. The adminis- 
tration group may be said to con- 
sist roughly of Mr. Cummings, the 
national chairman; ex-Secretary 
Glass, Secretary Colby and a few 
others. In everything that come up 
these administration leaders had 
their way. They managed the con- 
vention, and, on the whole, man- 
aged it well. But when it came to 
naming the candidate for the presi- 
dency the unity of the administra- 
tion leaders was disturbed by the 
intrusion of the McAdoo candidacy. 
But for that the administration 
leaders would undoubtedly have got 
together on this point as they got 
together in every other. They 
would have conferred, they would 
have agreed upon a candidate. and 
they would undoubtedly have put 
him through. But at that point Mr 
Burleson insisted on McAdoo. Also 
in all the business of the conven- 
tion up to the naming of candi- 
date it was comparatively easy for 
the administration leaders to agree. 
In all matters of organization, or 
choice of a chair n. of platform 
and policy, and the’like. they either 
knew or could find out by telephone 
or could readily guess what Mr. 
Wilson wished, and what Mr. Wil. 
son wished they could and did put 
through. But when it came t6 
naming the candMate for the presi- 
dency, they did not know Mr. Wil- 
son’s wishes, and had no means of 
tinding out. 

Wilson Leaders Not United. 

It was apparently Mr. Wilson's 
pence wage that the choice of a 
candidate for president* should be 
made without consultation with him. 
He seems to have been most meti- 
culous in refraining from ever meéen- 
tioning this subject. This made it 
easy for McAdoo’s friends to force 
the situation. 

Further than this, the unity of 
the administration leaders on this 
point was made fatally impossible

the most formidable of the candi- 
dates. Chairman Cummings de- 
Veloped a candidacy immediately 
after his remarkable keynote 
speech. Carter Glass’ work on the 
Platform developed a candidacy for 
him and Secretary Colby became the 
object of advances from persons 
who really had designs on prevent- 
ing harmony among the administra- 
tion leaders. It was with this lack 
of harmony among the administra- 
tion leaders that the balloting for 
the presidential nomination began. 

With th® state leader group on the 
other hand there was perfect har- 
mony. The state leaders wére in a 
decided minority, but they knew 
what they wanted. As the ballot- 
ing progressed, the cleavage among 
the administration leaders became 
more and more marked. Palmer in 
fact, for a time, went completely 
away from the administration lead- 
ers and worked hand-in-hand -with 
the state leaders. McAdoo, reduced 
to what natural strength he had 
and to what could be held for him 
by the frantic efforts of.a few ex- 
treasury’ officials developed but a 
little over three hundred delegates, 
which is considerably less than the 
number controlled by the state lead- 
ers. 

Cox Would Win Normally. 

If this were a normal convention 
McAdoo would have been finally de- 
feated, and the state leaders would 
have named their man, Cox. Mc- 
Adoo has only been kept in the race, 
and the situation has only been pro- 
longed thus far, by the unwilling- 
ness of the administration leaders 
to finally take the step which would 
name a candidate unacceptable to 
the president. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances they would have had to 
go over to Cox. But, however ag- 
grieved the other administration 
leaders may feel toward McAdoo 
and toward the promotor of his 
movement, Mr. Burleson, they still 
want to avoid the step which would 
finally give the nomination to Cox. 
Cox is hurt by the fact that he isa 
wet. Under normal circumstances 
Cox would by this time have got 
the allegiance of many delegates 
who would like to see McAdoo beat- 
en, but who hesitate to give = the 
nomination to a wet. What will 
now happen is that the administra- 
tion leaders must somehow ,achieve 
harmony. The state leaders will go 
on with their same candidate, Cox, 
and with the same strength’ that 
they have so far had/ If Cox is to 
be kept off the ticket, the adminis- 
tration leaders must get together 
and must get together on someone 
other than McAdoo. If the strain 
goes on just as it is without the ad- 
ministration leaders gettmeg togeth- 
er Cox will get the nomination 
through sheer exhaustion on the 
part of the delegates. 

McAdoo Boomers Stubborn and 

Stupid. 

It is not easy for administration 
leaders to get together, because the 
McAdoo boomers are stubborn. One 
is tempted to say that they are 
stubborn and stupid. They think 
they can put McAdoo across by 
merely “sitting tight.” They think 
they can make a nomination with- 
out the use of intelligence, without 
deference to the feelings of dele- 
gates, and without any aid except 
the capacity to sit in their seats, 
Keep awake and say the word 
“McAdoo.” Unless the more en- 
lightened administration leaders 
can argue the McAdoo boomers out 
of this position, then the adminis- 
tration in the matter of the candi- 
date will suffer a defeat which will 
undo all of the work of the week. 

Assuming that the McAdoo boom- 
ers can be persuaded to see reason, 
the next question is who the ad- 
ministration leaders’ will agree 
upon. As I have said before, this 
agreement is made difficult by the 
fact that so many of them have 
personal booms. But it seems to 
your correspondent that AmDassa- 
dor John W. Davis is thé one man 
who would be a ready solvent of 
what is tonight a most turbulent 
situation.

increased revenues by which the 


railroads might give adequate tranhs- 
portation service, but differed as to 
methods for providing the return. 
Increase in passenger rates to 
equalize the burden was advocated. 
Some shippers protested against an 
increase in rates calculated on a per- 


centage basis, preférring flat ‘in- 


creases. 


R C. Fulbright, of Houston, Texas, 
representing the Southwestern Indus- 
trial league, advocated a separate 
treatment asked by the carriers of 
the southwest as distinct from the 
western classification territory of 
which they are a part. 

C. E. Cotterill, of Atlanta, repre- 
senting the Southern Traffic league, 
argued that while the railroads of 
the south should be granted in- 
creases, the application for a 31 per 
cent advance asked by those roads 
was entirely too high, sinte he 
claimed the roads of the south were 
in better financial condition than 
the railroads of the north, which 


are seeking only 30 per cent.

SUFFRAGE FIGHT NEARY HOME TOWN DECKED | 


IN TENN. AND VERMONT 


Washington, July 4.—Develop- 
ments in the final phase of the 
battle for national suffrage are ex- 


pected within a few days in Ver- 
mont and. Tennessee. These two 
states are the suffrage “hopes” for 
furnishing the ratification neces- 
sary from a thirty-sixth state, to 
make it possible for women to vote 
in the presidential election this 
year. 

Suffrage leaders here are confi- 
dent that Governor Clement, of Ver- 
mont, will make formal announce- 
ment this week of a special rati- 
fying -_session. Governor Clement 
came to Washington last week to 
confer with Senator Harding, re- 
publican presidential nominee. He 
réfused to give his decision. after 
hearing Senator Harding’s favor- 
able recommendation for a session, 
but announced that he would reach 
Montpelier, Vermont's capital, early 
this week, and it was unuderstood 
a statement would be made at that 
time. 

It is belteved that in case’a ses- 
sion in Vermont is called, it will 
be held ahead of the date set for 
the Tennessee special session, which 
is August 9. The reason for haste 
would be to give to the republican 
party the credit of obtaining final 
ratification. 

Suffragists here frankly are b wade 
ried over prospects tor ratification 
by the Tennessee legislature. Miss 
Sue White, Tennessee chairman of 
the national woman’s party, has 
sent word the outcome is extremely 
doubtful. 

“The 


anti-suffragists al- 
ready begun work, appealing to 
deeply-rooted prejudices and pour-* 
ing vitriol into old wounds,” Miss 
White says. “We are being fought 
persistently, through editorials and 
antagonistic news policies, by two 
of the most imortant daily papers, 
and numerous smaller onés are fol- 
lowing their lead.” 

As a result of Miss White's state- 
ment, the national woman’s party 
today issued a call upon its mem- 
bers for a $10,000 fund te carry on 
a special campaign during the com- 
ing month.
